Acreage allotments are the back- 


bone of the 
recently 
proclaimed 


marketing' quotas lo be voted on by 
eligible Hempslead County wheal 
•growers in the August 14 referen- 
dum, H. B. Gilbert, County PMA 
Chairman, said today. 


If approved 
by at 
least two- 


thirds of the wheat growers of the 
nation voting in the 
referendum, 


quotas 
and 
allotments 
will be- 


come effective on the 1.054 wheat 
crop. Tho result of the referendum 
also determines the amount and ex- 
tent of price support the fanners 
will be eligible lo receive. 


In general, Chairman Gilbert ex- 


plains, all Hempstead county farms 
on which wheat was grown in 1951, 
1952, or 1953 will be assigned an 
acreage allotment. In making these 
nllolmcnls, consideration is given 
to the number of tillable acres on 
the farm, the crop rotation prac- 
tices followed 
(including acreage 


planted to wheat), type of soil and 
slope and lay of the land. 


For tho past four weeks the coun- 


ty committee has been obtaining 
data on each farm's past and cur- 
rent wheat production.
